The school was opened on September 5, 1928, 
the first day of school, with an enrollment of 410 taken from the 
former Jefferson, Irving, Washington, Whittier and Evergreen 
districts. Fifteen of the 17 classrooms were occupied. 


Appropriate dedicatory exercises were held on the evening 
of December 6, 1928, when the building was formally designated 
as the Hubbard School in honor of Frank J. Hubbard, former 
member and president of the Board of Education. 


In the following pages of this report appear the usual statis- 
tical and financial statements of the several departments.
